jail. Adams prosecuted an appeal 
to the Circuit Court and the same 
will come up for trial at the Jnn- 
nary term. In the menntime he is 
at lilwrty on bond. 

taist week we gave an account of 
a raid made by county officials on 
n supposed soft drink place above 
Jeffersonville nnd the arrest of one 
•lames Coffee and a boy named Os- 
car Prater. At the time the officers 
were of the belief that the place 
really belonged to Adnms and as 
soon ss they were convinced of this 
fact, a warrant was sworn out for 
his arrest and his trial set for the 
saifie day the Coffee and Prater 
cases had been assigned for. The 
Commonwealth elected to try Adams 
first and the proof introduced by 
County Attorney Senff was in sub- 
stance as follows: 

Sheriff Howell swore he hud made 
the raid a week previously, under a 
search and seizure warrant and 
found some six barrels of the sus- 
pected beverage, which was not lu- 
beled in any way and arrested Cof- 
fee and Prater. Deputy Sheriff 
Montjoy proved the same facts and 
in addition the delivery of two bot- 
tles from the barrels seized to Prof. 
J. O. LaBacb, State Chemist at 
Lexington. County Clerk Greene 
proved the existence of local option 
in Jeffersonville precinct and the 
fact that Adams had a license to 
sell soft dripks there. Mr. J. C. 
MeNeul and Mr. W. O. Pierce of 
the C. & O. E. R. Co., proved the 
delivery of the barrels to Adams, 
which had been shipped him by the 
Lexington Brewing Company and 
billed as containing less than one- 
half of one per cent, alcohol. Prof. 
LaBacb, who was present in court 
and proved a very interesting and 
intelligent witness proved the an- 
alysis of the samples delivered to 
him by Mr. Montjoy and the fact 
that each contained 4.34 per cent, 
alcohol, or just the same as ordi- 
nary beer. County Attorney Senff 
then introduced a certificate from 
the Collector of Internal Revenue 
showing that Adams had a govern- 
ment retail liquor dealer's license, 
which is prima facia evidence of 
guilt under the law, and then sur- 
prised all prevent by introducing 
James Coffee, who swore he was 
merely acting as Adnms' agent. So 
plain mta the proof that Adams did 
not offer to take the witness stand 
and liis appeal is thought to be only 
for i lie purpose of delay. 

James Coffee was then fined $100, 
which is the limit, for having the 
beverage in his possession. He al- 
so appealed to the Circuit Court. 
The Prater case was passed until 
uext Saturday. 

Under the law the beer cannot be 
destroyed, but must be kept until 
the appeal is tried. The officers are 
determined that the law shall be 
strictly observed and any citizen 
who suspects that a beverage is 
being sold in the county containing 
more than one-half of one |>er cent, 
of alcohol (this being the limit al- 
lowed by law), will render a mater- 
ial service by delivering a sample 
of same to the County Attorney who 
will have it analized and institute 
prosecutions against any one found 
to be violating the law.

Washington.— "Seven out of every 
100 third grade public school children 
cannot spell 'has,' said a statement is 
sued by the United States bureau of 
education. "This and other curious 
evidences of the special problems In- 
herent in the teaching of spelling are 
brought out by Dr. Leonard P. Ayres 
of the Russell Sage foundation in a 
study Just published." Doctor Ayres 
has had made a test from 1,000 words 
that constitute 90 per cent of the Eng 
Ush language ordinarily used. He has 
found that "spelling ability" is easily 
and scientifically determined. For ex- 
ample, nine words ot most frequent 
use, "the," "la," "so," "no," "now," 
"man," "ten." "bed" and "top," r#- 
vealed that second grade pupils, on 
an average, spelled correctly 94 per 
cent of these words. At the other ex- 
treme of tbe scale the words "judg- 
ment," "recommend" and "allege" 
were found to be spelled correctly by 
Just 50 per cent of 
pupils.
